Property Tax 
Ruled Legal

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


The Arkansas Supreme Court 
unanimously rejected today a 
lower court ruling that had held 
a state property tax law to be 
unconstitutional. 


The court ruled in a Washing- 


ton County Circuit Court case 
presided over by Judge Maupin 
Cummings of Fayetteville. 


The Supreme Court upheld 


that part of Cummings' ruling 
which lowered the property 
taxes of two shopping centers, 
but threw out his decision that 
Act 143 of 1955 was uncon- 
stitutional. 


Cummings had ruled on Oct. 


1 on a suit brought by Evelyn 
Hills Shopping Center Inc. of 


Fayetteville and Plaza Shop- 
ping Center Inc. of Springdate. 


The centers contested the 


property tax assessments re- 
sulting from the Washington 
County Board of Equalisation 
and assessment practices. 


Cummings first ruled on 


April 1 that the value of Evelyn 
Hills was $1,350,000 and the val- 
ue of Plaza was $475,000. The 
figures reduced the assessed 
valuations from $1,560,000 on 
Evelyn Hills and $512,000 on 
Plaza.

der in 1939 of Buchalter was 
one of the best-known scoops 
engineered by the columnist-ra- 
dio newscaster who died Sun- 
day at the age of 74. 


Winchell'* death at UCLA 


Medical Center was attributed 
to prostate cancer. He had been 
confined at the center since 
Nov. 19. 


Winchell had lived in seclu- 


sion in recent years, mostly in 
a Los Angeles hotel, 
and 


avoided the night life, the ac- 
tion and gossip that he had 
loved for decades. 


From 1932 until the early '60s 


millions of Americans heard 
the nasal, staccato opening of 
his newscast: "Good evening, 
Mr. and Mrs. America and all 
the ships at sea; let's go to 
press." His voice never lost the 
pronounced accent of his birth- 
place, New York City. 


Winchell punctuated his brisk 


delivery with the insistent beep 
of a telegrapher's key. His sla- 
ngy delivery had its print 
counterpart in the three-dotted 
style of the showbiz-oriented 
column he wrote for the New 
York Mirror and some 800 oth- 
er newspapers from 1920 to 
1969. 


"He wrote like a man hon- 


king in a traffic jam" was the 
appraisal of another writer who 
surfaced in the exuberant news- 
paper world of the 1920s, Ben 
Hecht. 


In a Winchell column, a 


gangster was a Chicagorilla; li- 
ojuor 
was giggle-water; 
ex- 


pectant parents were inan- 
ticipating. 


The 
short, 
sharp-featured 


Winchell even had a visual 
trademark: a snap-brim hat 
whkh he seemed never to be 
without. 


Winchell was born in Harlem, 


the son of a silk merchant who 
abandoned his wife and two 
sons. Growing up in foster 
homes, Winchell was a newsboy 
at 8. 


In 1909, when he was 12, the 


mother of a neighborhood pal 
got the boys Jobs as ushers in a 
theater, where with a third 
they formed a signing trio bil- 
led as "The Little Men with the 
Big Voices." 


The pal was George Jessel, 


who went on to a show business 
career of his own. 


Informed of Winchell's death, 


Jessel told a newsman, "He 
was one of the greatest news- 
paper reporters who ever lived. 
He will be remembered and 
missed as a personality, but not 
as a man. He was mean to 
nearly everybody." 


After service in World War I 


Winchell tried to make it in 
vaudeville as a song-and-dance 
man. 


His show business career 


didn't get far, but after show- 
ing talent at picking up back- 
stage gossip he zecame a re- 
porter-photographer-adman 
for 


the Vaudeville News. From 
there he went to the tabloid 
New York Grapich were he de- 
veloped his rapid-fire writinr 
style. 


Winchell stopped writing the 


column in 1969 shortly after his 
son, Walter Jr., committed sui- 
cide.

MAN'S NO. 1 ENEMY 


SUPPORT "HEART" 
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South Vietnam Rangers 
Strike Key Enemy Base

SAIGON (AP) _ The Viet- 


namese Communists welcomed 
President Nixon to Asia today 
with a spate of attacks that 
killed two Americans, wounded 
10 and destroyed or damaged a 
half dozen helicopters and one 
tank. Most of the action oc- 
curred north of Saigon. 


Two terrorist assaults were 


reported on South Vietnamese 
positions in the Mekong Delta, 
with 33 or 34 militiamen killed 
and eight wounded. Three other 
outposts and government of- 
fices in the delta were overrun 
or partially overrun during the 
weekend. 


Many U.S. and South Viet- 


namse officials had anticipated 
a major offensive and rocket 
and terrorist attacks in Saigon 
in an effort to embarrass Nixon 
on his arrival in Peking. In- 
stead, scattered rocket, mortar 
and terror attacks were report- 
ed overnight. 


"We had good reason to ex- 


pect something overnight," said 


the American officer in Saigon. 
"The 
enemy 
apparently 


changed his plans. Either he 
didn't have the capability, he 
found out we knew and were on 
the alert or he was ordered by 
higher headquarters to cancel." 


U.S. officials had anticipated 


the main target of the offensive 
would be South Vietnam's cen- 
tral highlands. 


The U.S. Command said that 


enemy gunners fired 10 rockets 
into the American Air Bases at 
Phu Ix>i, 10 miles north of Sai- 
gon, at Bien Hoa, 15 miles 
northeast of Saigon, and at 
Phan Rang, on the central 
coast. Seven Americans were 
wounded in the three attacks 
and light damage was reported 
to one helicopter, some build- 
ings and vehicles. 


Enemy troops shot down a 


U.S. light observation helicop- 
ter on a reconnaissance mission 
25 miles northwest of Saigon, 
then shot up three other heli- 
copters 
trying 
to aid 
the 


downed aircraft. Two crewmen 
were killed and one was 
wounded, the Command said. 


A sixth helicopter was shot 


down 
in the 
Mekong Delta 


while on a reconnaissance mis- 
sion, but the crewmen escaped 
uninjured. 


Two 
Americans 
were 


wounded when n tank triggered 
a mine 25 miles northeast of 
Saigon. The South Vietnamse 
command reported 65 enemy 
attacks across South Vietnam on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


A half dozen of these were 


major attacks concentrated in 
the Mekong Delta and in the 
far northern Da Nang region. 
Field reports said they account- 
ed for 
76 South Vietnamse 


killed and 47 wounded. Eight 
enemy troops were known 
killed. 


In Cambodia, enemy forces- 


have launched a heavy counter- 
attack against a government 
position four miles west of the 
ancient temple of Angkor Wat, 
reports from the nearby city of 
Stem Reap said today. 


The reports said the fighting 


began Sunday and was contin- 
uing at the village of Bos 
Thorn. They said so far three 
government soldiers have been 
killed and 31 wounded. 


Hughes to Discuss Sale

his right to keep his privacy. 
My belief is that he came to 


in this country, its security, its 
peace, social peace, and he 
feels perhaps that he can find 
peace here".

High winds dropped 
the wind-chill index to 50 de- 
grees below zero in the Albany, 
N.Y., area and winds to 50 
miles per hour raked New York 
City, with the temperature in 
the teens. 


Six persons died in Pennsyl- 


vania after collapsing 
while 


shoveling snow and nine such 
deaths were recorded in New 
York State. 


Unseasonably cold air pushed 


down the Atlantic Coast to as 
far as Florida.

country, fair and dry weather 
was the rule, except for a few 
snow flurries near the Great 
Lakes and in the northern 
Rockies and isolated showers in 
Northern California and Ala- 
bama.

Hughes is not the only one." 


Somoza said Hughes' right to 


privacy will be protected in 
Nicaragua. "Maybe I seem like 
a sour apple to you guys," said 
the president, "but I believe 
the man has a right to priva- 
cy." 


Somoza said Hughes' arrival 


last Thursday morning did not 
come as a surprise, despite 
such conjecture because So- 
moza had left on his state visit 
to Panama 10 minutes earlier. 
"My official itinerary had a 
'conflict"with"my 'personal'lit- ' 
nerary," he explained. He said 
he knew of Hughes' arrival 24 
hours beforehand.

thoughts. Try arguing with 
a computer about a bill, for 
example. 


One of the worrisome as- 


pects of computers is their 
tendency to order 
people 


around. We have an ac- 
quaintance who's a fierce 
defender of the freedom of 
the individual. We still re- 
member the first time he 
got a bill on a punchcard. 


"Who are they to tell me 


•DO NOT FOLD MUTILATE 
OR SPINDLE'?" Henbane 
demanded. "Regimentation! 
Tyranny!" 


We pointed out that, in 


common with most of us, he 
didn't own a spindle, so the 
computer wasn't restricting 
his liberties in this respect. 
And we remarked that he 
didn't seem the type who'd 
want to go around mutilat- 
ing things. 


"That still leaves folding," 


Henbane i n s i s t e d . ' This 
thing is telling me I can't 
even fold a piece of paper 
in the privacy of my own 
home? It's like having a 
bunch of p r i s o n 
guards 


standing a r o u n d : 
'Don't 


walk on the grass! Don't 
talk while you're in line! 
Don't fold that piece of pa- 
per!' " 


The computers now seem 


to have caught on that few 
people own or use spindles, 
and that most of us aren't 
bent on mutilation. A punch- 
card in this week's mail 
bears a revised set of or- 
ders: 
"DO NOT STAPLE 


FOLD OR PLACE NAME 
S T I C K E R S O N T H I S 
CARD." 


Henbane is no doubt out- 


raged, and is probably sit- 
ting at home in a fury of 
folding, stapling and putting 
name stickers on his bills 
Our sympathies, we must 
confess, tend to lie with the 
computer. 


On the scale of social ele- 


gance, name stickers stand 
somewhere above bow ties 
that liiiht up in the dark and 
sav "un. you kid " A matter 


of personal taste, of course. 
But aside from that, they're 
impractical. 


Time savers? No — by the 


time you rummage around 
in a drawer and find your 
pad of stickers, tear one off, 
lick it and stick it, you could 
have handwritten your name 
and address twice. 


You say n e v e r mind 


they're 
inelegant, 
they're 


cheaper than imprinted sta- 
tionery? Not by a penny a 
letter, if you go to the right 
printer. 


Consider, when you pay $2 


or $3 for a batch of labels, 
that you must also buy some 
paper to write on, and enve- 
lopes to mail your letters ill. 
Then price imprinted writ- 
ing paper and envelopes at 
one of those small printing 
shops that do multilith or 
offset work. 


The first hundred sheets 


and envelopes will cost a 
few d o l l a r s . After that 
you're paying for little but 
the c o s t of the paper. In 
quantities of 500 or 1,000 you 
should find your cost little 
more — possibly lass, if you 
find the right printer — than 
writing paper and envelopes 
bought in small quantities, 
plus name stickers to adorn 
the envelopes . . . though 
"adorn" wasn't q u i t e the 
word we were groping for. 


M a y b e best of all, you 


won't e a r n the enmity of 
some computer, by absent- 
mindedly sticking a sticker 
on a punchcard. And that's 
worth a lot, because having 
a computer mad at you is 
what Sherman said war is.

TAIPEI (AP) — Nationalist 


China's 
National 
Assembly, 


meeting to re-elect Chiang Kai- 
shek president, began work to- 
day with a 'Jast at President 
Nixon's trip to Peking. 


The 1,306 delegates adopted a 


resolution 
by 
acclamation 


which said the visit and its tim- 
ing seriously damaged Chinese 
national rights and interests. 


It reiterated last Thursday's 


Foreign 
Ministry 
statement 


that Chiang's government will 
not recognize any agreements 
Nixon may reach in Peking, 
that the Communist regime has 
no right to represent the Chi- 
nese people, and that the Na- 
tionalists will not give up their 
goal of overthrowing the Pe- 
king regime. 


The resolution specified that 


it would be delivered to the 
American Embassy as a formal 
diplomatic note. 


The assembly meets every 


six years to elect a president 
and vice president. This year it 
is also expected to lay the 
groundwork for the first elec- 
tions to Nationalist China's rep- 
resentative bodies since 19M, 
before Chiang was driven from 
the mainland. 


Chiang, now 84 and serving 


his fourth six-year term, told 
the assembly Sunday he wanted 
to step down. But the delegates 


are likely to treat this as a 
matter of form and re-elect 
him next month to a fifth term. 


"Although I am more than 


willing to continue serving the 
country," Chiang said, "I have 
been in office for a long time 
and in the light of my feelings 
of regrets, am sincerely re- 
questing that you, my fellow- 
delegates, choose a new person 
of virtue and ability to succeed 
me as president of the coun- 
try." 


The delegates immediately 


objected and appealed to him 
to remain a candidate for re- 
election. The assembly 
will 


vote March 21-22. 


Chinese and American diplo- 


mats 
in 
Washington 
also 


doubted 
Chiang would quit. 


They said he had made such 
retirement gestures before. The 
feeling that he would again ac- 
cept a draft was strengthened 
by the fact that his regime is 
under special strain now be- 
cause of the Nixon adminis- 
tration's policy of rapproche- 
ment with the Communist re- 
gime in Peking. If Chiang re- 
tired now, this would probably 
touch off a power struggle that 
could finish the Nationalists.

Daggett disqualified himself 


after meeting in his chambers 
with Raff. Prior to the meeting, 


Daggett had overruled a motion 
by defense attorney John Walk- 
er that the judge disqualify 
himself. Walker said he thought 
the judge might be "unfair" be- 
cause Daggett's law firm repre- 
sents the Lee County School 
District. 


Raff said the defense motion 


on disqualification had no "le- 
gal merit," but that the prose- 
cution agreed it had "over mer- 
it." 


"I think it is important to us 


in this courtroom that we dis- 
play total and complete impar- 
tiality," Raff said. "I do not 


think that under the strict tet- 
ter of the law that then are 
exact legal grounds that your 
honor disqualify himself." 


Raff said, however, that the 


court should "display impar- 
tiality not only in fact but in 
the way things look." 


Raff then concurred in the

SERGEANT EARL ORR 


Colonel William C. Miller, 


Chief 
of Police 
Services, 


Department of Public Safety, 
and the State Police Commission 
named Sergeant Earl Orr as the 
new Assistant District Com- 
mander for the Hope District. 


Sergeant Orr will be promoted 


to the rank of lieutenant effective 
March 1, 1972. 


Sergeant Orr was born in 


Ozan, April 7,1932. He graduated 
from high school at Blevins, 
Arkansas. 


Miller said prior to Orrs being 


commissioned a trooper with the 
Arkansas State Police, he was 
employed by the city of Hope, 


Arkansas as a patrolman. He 
attended the Arkansas State 
Police Training School for six 
weeks from August 18,1967, and 
was commissioned a trooper 
September 28, 1957. He was 
promoted to the rank of sergeant 
June 1, 1967, and assumed the 
duties of Post Sergeant in the 
Hope District. Orr has been 
stationed in Prescott and 
Arkadelphia during his tenure 
with the Department. 


Miller said Orr's promotion 


was to fill the vacancy created 
by the retirement of Lieutenant 
Guy Downing earlier this year. 


Title 1 Program for 
Schools Explained 


The Public Relations And 


Communications Sub-committee 
of the Citizens Committee For 
Better Quality Schools had 
requested information on ESEA 
Title 1 programs, which are 
federally funded instructional 
programs, from Jack Beaty, 
Director of Federal Programs. 


Below is the letter from Mr. 


Beaty to the Sub-committee 
chairman: 


"Dear Mr. Parker: 


"This correspondence is in 


response to your recent request 
for 
information on federally 


funded instructional programs in 
the local school system. I shall go 
into detail in discussing the 
ESEA Title 1 program because it 
is the largest fund, employs 
more personnel and affects the 
instruction of a larger number of 
pupils than all of the other wholly 
or partially funded federal 
programs. 


"Title 1 is the part of the 


Elementary 
and Secondary 


Education Act that concerns 
itself with providing aid to the 
instructional 
program 
for 


children with learning problems 
in school attendance areas with a 
high concentration of children 
from 
economically 
disad- 


vantaged homes. The funds are 
allocated to school districts on 
the basis of the number of poor 
children in residence in the 
district, but that is as far as the 
economic condition goes, the 
participants in the instructional 
activities may and do come from 
all economic levels represented 
in the community. 


"To give you an idea of the 


scope and educational influence 
of the Title 1 program in our local 
schools may I present the 
following statistics: 


"Title 1 employs fifteen (15) 


classroom teachers and six (6) 
classroom teacher aides with an 
annual salary of $106,740. Four 
teachers and four teacher aides 
are involved in teaching reading 
and arithmetic to 209 pupils in 
grades 1 through 3. These pupils 
are taken from their regularly 
assigned classroom for two hour 
blocks of time each day for 
special 
instruction. 
This 


procedure not only benefits the 
pupils 
who have learning 


problems but also gives the 
regular classroom teacher more 
time to devote to the instruction 
of 
average 
and 
superior 


students. Two teachers are 
employed to teach remedial 
reading to 95 pupils in grades 4 
and 5. Here again these pupils 
are taken from the regular 
classroom in one hour blocks of 
time for this instruction thereby 
permitting the regular reading 
teacher to devote more time to 
the more academically inclined 
pupils. One teacher and one 
teacher aide give special reading 
tutorial help to 87 pupils in grade 
6. 


"In the secondary schools 


there are three teachers and one 
teacher aide teaching com- 
munications, which is Just 
reading and English, to 223 
pupils. Two teachers teach 
remedial mathematics to 161 
pupils. All of the secondary 
pupils are drawn from regular 
classroom which reduces the 
pupil teacher ratio for the pupils 
who re,ma|n in the.clasj. Three 
special education teachers are 
employed for the instruction of 45 
children who have more severe 
learning problems. (Note: 15 
pupils is the maximum load for 
EMR classes.) Title 1 has, or will 
purchase this year, $15,949 worth 
of instructional materials and 
$6,883 worth of furniture and 
equipment for these classes. This 
past summer one classroom 
building each at Beryl Henry, 
Brookwood, and Garland were 
constructed for Title 1 classes 
using Title 1 funds carried over 
from last year. This has reduced 
some of the congestion in district 
owned facilities. 


"In addition to the employees 


mentioned above Title 1 employs 
a reading specialist who coor- 
dinates the elementary reading 
program, a school nurse, a social 
worker and a school counselor, 
all of whom work directly with 
pupils, parents and the com- 
munity. A project director, a 
clerical staff composed of one 
full-time and two part-time 
employees, and one part-time 
custodian complete the staff of 
the present Title 1 program. 


"Title 1 allocates to pupil 


services, including a textbook 
lending depository for needy 
high school pupils, about 1.8 
percent of the total budget. 


"About 
773 pupils 
are 


receiving special instruction 
with the help of Title 1 funds, and 
all children in the district are 
profiting either directly or in- 
directly by this program. We 
have organized the program to 
maintain a quality of education 
which would otherwise be im- 


'I trust that this information 


will give you and your committee 
an idea of the really important 
role ESEA Title 1 is assuming in 
the instructional program in our 
schools."

ABILENE, Tex. (AP) - A 


thinner and casual-locking Bil- 
lie Sol Estes savs he has settled 
intothe quiet ranch life in Abiene 
and just couldn't be much 
happier. 


"I read all about these things 


I'm supposed to be involved in. 
but I'm not involved in any- 
thing but a cattle ranch," the 
former West Texas fertilizer 
king said. 


"This is a wonderful city, a 


fine bunch of people, and they 
don't pay any attention to me," 
he said. 


Estes, 46, lives here with his 


wife and family and works on a 
ranch owned by his brother, 
Dr. John Estes. The past, he in- 
dicated, is something merely to 
be forgotten. 


The former financier was pa- 


roled last summer after serving 
more than six years of a 15- 
year prison term for mail 
fraud. The conviction stemmed 
from his dealings in nonexistent 
fertilizer tanks. 


Encountered recently at an 


Abilene restaurant, he talked 
politely with two newsmen and 
a photographer.
